Perils Near the Pole.
me seientinc features ot tne re

cent Franklin search expedition
were presented by Lieut, sehwatka,
at a meeting of the Academv of
Sciences.

Beginning with the use of alco-
hol, Lieut. Schwatka emphasizes
the fact that not a drop of ardent
spirita of any kind was used in his
sled journey of 3,251 miles. In short
journeys and hunting expeditions
where there was ample room for
baggage it was considered that alco-
hol might be carried, and, if used in
moderation, would raise the tem-
perature of tle body slightly, and
tend, as elsewhere, to increased
comfort. But on long journeys ar-
dent spirits could not be used in
bulk without displacing other indis-
pensable articles. Alcohol was not
regarded tis necessary and was not
considered a good heating agent.
The injurious effects of intense cold,
however, had sometimes been
wrongly ascribed to the use of
liquor. On shipboard the general
use of alcoholic stimulants was con
sidered bad. and nly allowable
when every possible chance of
scurvy was removed by the char-
acter of the food.

In regard to temperature, Lieut.
Schwatka said that his party had
encountered the most intense cold
ever recorded by white men 71 de-
grees Farenheit, or 103 degrees
below the freezing point. On
that day the camp was moved ten
miles, and no unusual inconveni-
ence was felt. It was not the in
tensity of the cold that was unpleas-
ant. All suffering was caused by the
direction and violence of the wind.
With the thermometer at 60 de-
grees Fahrenheit, no especial trouble
was met with, but at a temperature
fifteen degrees higher, with a wind
blowing straight in the faces of the
men, frost-oite- s and great suffering
were common. The white men
would freezetheircheeks. Thecold-es-t

days were perfectly calm; on
warmer days, with the exception of
a few days in midsummer, the wind
blew constantly. But it was con-
sidered that to men clad in warm
clothing temperature was not ma-
terial, and the longest journeys
could be undertaken without fear.
When the thermometer sank to

71 deg. Fahrenheit, the sky was
of a leaden hue, varied with brown-
ish red near the sun. Clouds of
vapor rolled from everything ani-
mal. When the expedition stop-
ped it was enveloped in steam.
Musk oxen and deer could be de-
tected at a distance of five or six
miles by the vapor about them, and
the Esquimaux claimed to be able
to distinguish the kind of animals
peculiarities in this vapor. Water
poured on ice caused a crack-
ing like miniature fire-cracker-s, and
the surface (ft' sheets of ice was gray
and opaque from the unequal ex-
pansion. The sound of the runners
was like that caused by a resined
bow or tuning fork, and heard at a
distance, resembled an vEolean harp.
In the most extreme cold the accli-
mation of the white men proved as
uerfeet as that of natives. At a very
low temperature the beard became
a block of ice, and the lips and nos-
trils were nearly glued together.
Exercise, though important, was not
so essential as has been stated, there
never being a necessity for exercis-
ing to the point of fatigue. For
Arctic explorers have a strong cir-
culation and a tendency not to per-
spire profusely are desirable. The
common theories regarding the
danger in using snow were at a vari-
ance with Lieut. Schwatka's experi-
ence. At 30 degrees Fahr. the
snow freezes temporarily, the mucus
membrane of the mouth causes a
burning sensation. If this be often
and rapidly repeated it is highly in-

jurious, but snow and ice taken in
moderation at long intervals are of
great service in quenching thirst.
Drowsiness was not experienced in
connection with great cold, and it
was considered as resulting usually
from a sudden change from ship-
board to out of door life, or from an
insufficient acclimatization.

Near fightedness, though attend-
ed with some discomforts, gave cer-
tain important advantages. The
glasses became readily covered with
concealed moisture from the heat,
but with the squinting common to
near-sighte- d persons were an emci-en- t

protection against the glare of
the sun upon thesnow. Noonewho
was near-sighte- d suffered from snow
blindness, while the Esquimaux
were troubled with this more than
the white man. They also suffered
from chronic opthalmia and the de-
posits caused by cataracts. In very
cold weather the huts were buried
two or three feet deep in snow. It
was advisable to change these huts
as often as possible, because the con-
stant freezing and thawing made
them a mass of transient ice, and
exhalations from the breath, bodies
and fires became congealed uuon the
walls, and, continually falling off,
caused a little snow storm in the in-

terior.

A very interesting scheme is be-

ing carried out in Tennessee by the
distinguished pupil of the late Dr.
Arnold, Thomas Hughes, M. P.
He has purchased a large tract of
country, and has arranged to settle
it with a colony of English farmers
and mechanics. He proposes to call
it Rugby, after the school which he
raadeso'famous in his writings. The
colony will be conducted on the co-

operative plan. Part is to be laid
out as a town, part will be ustd for
agricultural purposes, and part for
stock-raisin- g. The colonists will
divide the profits of all the depart-
ments. No intoxicating liquors will
be permitted to be sold, and every-
thing will be managed for the gen-
eral interests. Such schemes have
been carried out in California, with
the most gratifying results. There
is no reason why they should not
succeed in Tennessee.

It may be chastened by acci-
dents, mismanagement or the use
of bad methods in political warfare,
and I confess that I cannot justify
much of what "has been done on
both sides during the recent con-
tests.

"Are we to have a cessation of
political excitement during the
coining four years ?"

Who can tell? I thought when
the nominations were made this
time that we would have a quiet
canvass, which would not greatly
disturb the country. But it has
been the bitterest campaign I ever
saw, and after these evidences l am
at a loss to know what may not le
done in the near future by politi-
cians, who seem to care more for
party success, or the loaves and
fishes, than for the good of the coun-
try.

If Grant had been nominated

I should have expected just such a
canvass as we have had, but with
the two candidates who were run-
ning, I must say that I was not pre-
pared for any such exhibition of
feeling."

"Will there be any effort to nulli-
fy the result by challenging the
electoral vote of New York ?"

It is always
best that there shall be no tempta-
tion to strain a point in the hoe of
gaining a passing advantage."

"Then you expect the coming
session of the senate to be an inter-
esting one?"

"Naturally so. It being the close
of one administration and the be-
ginning of a new one, there will
neoessarily be more of interest than
there usually is in an ordinary short
session."

Senator Bayard spoke kindly of
Gen. Garfield and expressed the
hope that his administration might j

justify the most sangumo expecta
tions of his friends.
